MORSE THINKS GOP 
INTEREST MORE IN 
VOTES THAN WELFARE 


Washington—Senator Morse (R-Ore) 
said he thinks Republican leaders in 
the Senate are interested more in the 
next election than in public welfare. 

The Oregon senator, who has been 
boomed in his state as a favorite son 
candidate for the 1952 GOP presiden- 
tial nomination, told a reporter a sur- 
vey indicates he has voted with the 
majority of Republicans only 43 per 
cent of the time this session of Con- 
gress. j 

“I am surprised the percentage is as 
high as that in view of the partisan 
record the Republican leadership in 
the Senate has made in this session,” 
Morse said. 

He did not name individuals but it 
was obvious he was striking at Senator 
Taft of Ohio, chairman of the GOP 
policy committee, Senator Wherry of 
Nebraska, the Republican floor leader, 
and Senator Millikin (R-Colo), chair- 
man of the conference of all Republi- 
can senators. 

Wherry declined comment on Morse’s 
statement; Taft and Milikin could not 
be reached. 

Morse, who classifies himself as a 
“Liberal” Republican, said his record 
since he came to the Senate in 1945 
showed he voted with the majority of 
Republicans 70 percent of the time 
up to the present session. 

“That higher percentage was made 
prior to this session of Congress whey 
the Republican leaderss were placing 
greater emphasis on public welfare 
than on the next election,” he declared.
